At the same time the Statute by 
which Inspection of gasoline and oil 
Ih taken over by the atate alao will 
become effectivo. 

Tho stato of llllnola la all ready to 
begin its collection of the tax money 
from distributors who will collect 
from the fllllng stations, who in turn 
will collect from the ultimate con- 
sumer. Noro of this money will be 
distributed In refunds to counties 
until some time next year/ 

Under tho new law, counties of 
the state are to receive 1 of each :s 
coppers for highway purposes. They 
will, however, get nothing this year, 
as Director Kinney points out that 
the counties' shares depend on the 
number of motor vehicles licensed 
from each county, which totals will 
not be compiled and available until 
tho secretary of state's books aro 
closed for 1920. The last general 
assembly appropriated $16,535.00 as 
tho counties' share for a two year 
period. There la little chance, either.
